1. The Government of Albania 

During the latter half of 2011, Registrant contacted various Congressional and Administration 
officials to detail the political, economic, and security policy reforms the foreign principal recendy 
has undertaken. In Congress, Registrant concentrated on Members and staff who serve on the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, the House Foreign Affairs Committee, and the U.S. 
Commission on Cooperation and Security in Europe, otherwise known as the Helsinki Commission. 
Members on those committees have the most day-to-day involvement with issues touching on 
relations with the foreign principal, so Registrant focused its outreach efforts there. Registrant also 
advocated in the Senate and House for full funding of U.S. economic and security assistance 
programs affecting Southeastern Europe, as included in the FY2012 State Department/Foreign 
Operations Appropriations bills (S. 1601 and H.R. 3671): 

2. The Embassy of the Republic of Azerbaijan 

Registrant counseled the foreign principal on United States Congressional matters. This included 
monitoring issues related to the foreign principal's region. Registrant advocated in support of 
meetings for Embassy diplomats with Members of Congress and Congressional staff, and supported 
the foreign principal in developing its Congressional relations. Registrant helped monitor 
Congressional consideration of H.R. 2055 ("Consolidated Appropriations Act, 2012"), S. 1601 
("Department of State, Foreign Operations, and Related Programs Appropriations Act, 2012"), and 
affiliated measures; and advocated for report language. 

3. The Government of the Republic of Cameroon 

Registrant counseled the foreign principal on several matters involving the U.S. Government. 
Specifically, Registrant compiled information and analyzed the legal, regulatory, and political 
requirements of the Millennium Challenge Account ("MCA") Program. In addition, Registrant 
advised the foreign principal on how it might achieve compliance with various MCA Program 
requirements. Registrant also counseled the foreign principal on compliance with the African 
Growth and Opportunity Act, discussed with U.S. Government officials how the foreign principal 
might increase its benefits under the trade preference program, and advised the foreign principal on 
Congressional consideration of extending AGOA. Moreover, Registrant counseled the foreign 
principal on the legal and political ramifications of being ranked on the Tier 2 Watch List of the U.S. 
Department of State's Trafficking in Persons ("TIP") Report. This included developing and 
implementing a strategy for the foreign principal to improve its efforts to combat TIP. More 
broadly, Registrant monitored and advised the foreign principal of various U.S. policy developments. 

4. Embassy of the Republic of Chad 

There was no reportable activity performed on behalf of the Embassy of the Republic of Chad 
during this reporting period.

5. The Embassy of the People's Republic of China 

Registrant counseled the foreign principal on United States Congressional matters. This included 
compiling information and analyzing the potential legal and political ramifications of passage of the 
"Currency Exchange Rate Oversight Reform Act of 2011" (S. 1619) and the "Currency Reform for 
Fair Trade Act" (H.R. 639 / S. 328), and counseling the foreign principal on how to describe its 
position on the issue. Registrant also helped monitor Congressional consideration of potential U.S. 
arms sales to Taiwan, including that related to the "Taiwan Airpower Modernization Act of 2011" 
(H.R. 2992 / S. 1539) and related amendments (S. Amdt. 634 to H.R. 2832 and S. Amdt. 1200 to S. 
1867). In addition, Registrant advocated in support of meetings for the Ambassador with 
Congressional leaders. Registrant also advised the foreign principal on Congressional consideration 
of H.Res. 425 and potential foreign principal-related amendments thereto. 

6. China Chamber of Commerce - for Metals, Minerals and Chemicals 

There was no reportable activity performed on behalf of China Chamber of Commerce for 
Importers and Exporters of Metals, Minerals and Chemicals during this reporting period.

There was no reportable activity performed on behalf of China Chamber of Commerce for 
Importers and Exporters of Machinery and Electronic Products during this reporting period. 

8. Republic of Croatia
